“This letter shows Aro wishes

“This decision, which shows foe 
high sense of responsibility of the 
Saadi Arabian authorities, 
responds to foe measures taken by 
the consuming countries to reduce 
their oil consumption,'' he told the 
weekly cabinet meeting. 

“This decision will also enable 
to ensure a greater stability on the 
world energy Market.” 

Saudi Arabia Monday 
announced it had decided to 
increase its oil output. It said this 
decision was on a temporary basis. 

President Giscard (fEstaing 
also reported to the cabinet on the 
results achieved at foe summit 
meeting of foe seven major non 
communist industrialized coun- 
tries in Tokyo last week, presiden- 
tial spokesman Pierre Hunt told 
reporters. 

The French leader described 
foe Tokyo derision limiting oil 
imports and seeking new energy 
sources as “extremely substan- 
tial.” 

He said that France would 
henceforth have to manage to live 
with dearer and scarcer petrol. 

Germans 

In Bonn, meanwhile. Chancel- 
lor Helmut Schmidt Wednesday 
challenged foe West German 
automobile industry to lead foe 
worid in developing a low-energy, 
clean car. 

Schmidt made the proposal in 
an 80- minute report to parliament 
ou foe June economic summit 
meeting in Tokyo and his govem- 
menfs plan to deal with energy 
problems. 

“In the long run, we must 
develop a completely new auto- 
mobile that saves energy and is 
environmentally safe ” Schmidt 
said. 

“Until then the automobile 
companies should concentrate on 
the competition to reduce gasoline 
consumption as well as exhaust 
and noise. 

“They should seek a leading 
international position in this field, 
too.” 

He noted that an agreement 
between the German auto indus- 
try and the economics minister to 
produce an energy-saving car by 
1985 was concluded before the 
latest oil-price hikes. 

“Therefore, I appeal today to 
the automobile industry to shor- 
ten this time period,” Schmidt 


Bahrain satisfied 
with Iran’s stand

LONDON, July 4 — Ruler of 
Bahrain Sheilfh Issa bin Salman 
Al-Khalifa told Arab News here 
Wednesday that he was satisfied 
with recent official Iranian expla- 
nations about Bahrain's indepen- 
dence and sovereignty. He said 
that the government of Iran had 
said earlier statements by some 
Iranian leaders were not represen- 
tative of Iran's policy. 

Sheikh Issa said Bahrain was 
keen on maintaining good and 
friendly relations with Iran and 
that the Iranian people were free 
to deride the kind of political sys- 
tem they saw fit for their country. 

He said his government's polity 
in the Gulf was built on coopera- 
tion and solidarity. It supported 
every attempt to strengthen foe 
region’s capacity to stand Bp to 
any threats. 

“The Gulf is one geographical 
unit and anything happening in 
any one part must affect the 


others,” he said. “Our circums- 
tances make it absolutely neces- 
sary for us to work together in 
every way possible ” 

Sheikh Issa said Bahrain's fore- 
ign policy* has succeeded admir- 
ably both internationally and reg- 
ionally. 

“As to the Gulf, we maintain a 
steady round of consultations with 
other governments which has 
resulted in a complete identity of 
views on various international and 
Arab issues.” 

He said no naval facilities had 
been granted the United States in 
the last two years, after foe expiry 
of an agreement permitting an 
American supply ship to anchor at 
Port Salman. 

Sheikh Issa said he would spare 
no effort to promote Bahrain’s 
democratic development. 
“Democracy was bom in an 
atmosphere, of political freedom 
for which this country was fam- 
ous,” he said. “We shall do our 
best to fulfil the aspirations of foe 
people.”

U.S.‘real danger’

KUWAIT, July 4 (Agencies) — 
The United States is the “real 
danger 7 ' to Iran and Arab Gulf 
states, according to the Iranian 
ambassador in Kuwait. 

Ali Sh«ns Ardakani said Wed- 
nesday that the Soviet Union 
poses no threat to the Iranian 
revolution nor to the Gulf states. 
“The Communists pose no threat 
to the region but the real threat 
comes only from the United 
States,” Ardakani said, in an 
interview with the Kuwaiti daily 
“AJ-Siyassah.” 

“We are convinced »that the 
United States will not spare any 
opportunity to hit us because the 
Islamic revolution in Iran had 
wiped out America’s biggest oil, 
economic and espionage base ” in 
toppling the Shah's regime, he 
said. 

The ambassador disclosed that 
his government invited the ruler of 


Kuwait Sheikh Jaber Al- Ahmad 
Al-Sabah to visit Iran, thus 
becoming the first Arab head of 
state who received such invitation. 

The Ir anian government has 
also invited Foreign Minister 
Sheikh Sabah AT Ahmad Al- 
Sabah. Oil Minister Sheikh Ali 
Khalifa Al-Sabah and Finance 
Minister Abdul- Rahman Al- 
Atiqi, he said. 

PLO message 

Earlier Tuesday, the leader of 
the Iranian revolution AyatoUah 
Khomeini received a message 
from Yasser Arafat, chairman of 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization. 

Tehran radio said the message, 
delivered by PLO representative 
in Tehran Hani al Hassan, dealt 
with current Middle East 
developments and the situation in 
Southern Lebanon. 


‘Bad oil news’ mars 
American anniversary 


WASHINGTON, July 4 (R) — 
Americans celebrated Indepen- 
dence Day Wednesday knowing 
that President Jimmy Carter 
probably wfll bad have news for 
them Thursday when he outlines 
his response to the energy crisis. 

Carter and bis officials have 
indicated dearly that the Ameri- 
can public wfll be called upon to 
make sacrifices when the presi- 
dent speaks on television Thurs- 
day night. 

The official message has been 
that there is no easy solution to 
shortages that have prompted 
soaring fuel costs, long lines at fil- 
ling stations, and worries about 
whether Americans wfll be able to 
stay warm in the coming winter. 

The administration has not dis- 
dosed in detail what Carter has 
decided to say after talks with his 
energy advisers over the past two 
days. 

Among topics they discussed 
was exploiting so-called synthetic 
fuels, energy sources which so far 
have mostly been uneconomic to 
exploit. 

The “Washington Star” said 
Tuesday it had obtained a draft 
plan for a crash program to extract 
fuel from foe country's deposits of 
tar sands and shale. 


The paper saia tne proposal, 
one of several being discussed was 
for foe formation of a “synthetic 
fuel development authority,” a 
government body that would 
indude foe secretaries of energy, 
defense and the treasury. 

The president may also revive a 
plan, rejected once by the House 
of Representatives, to give him 
standby powers to impose 
gasoline rationing- 
Other suggestions are that be 
will seek to impose new taxes on 
large “gas-gusHng” cars and that 
poUuticp standards wfll be eased 
to allow greater use of “dirty” 
fuels such as coal. 

He may also encourage large 
industrial oil consumers to. make 
greater use of relatively plentiful 
natural gas and coal 
The administration has said it 
believes that congress will be less 
indifferent to energy-conserving 
initia tives than in the past.

New Islamic charity appeals for support

RIYADH, July 4 (SPA) — The 
board of directors of the Islamic 
Charitable Society has decided to 
set up a committee to prepare the 
society’s statute and to ask reg- 
ional governors to invite people to 
become active members of the 
society’s general assembly. 

The resolution was adopted 
Tuesday during the board's first 
meeting, presided over by Riyadh 
Governor Prince Salman chair- 
man. 

At resolution was adopted that a 


technical committee be formed 
under Saleh Abdullah Kamel to 
study the Kingdom's needs for 
charitable hospitals and how they 
should be manned and paid for. 

The society has invited all Mus- 
lims to make donations. It has so 
far received SR 13.875 million in 
cash and kind. 

The technical committee will 
prepare reports on the selecting 
sites for the society's hospitals in 
different regions of the Kingdom. 
It will study plans and designs for 


the hospitals and discuss them in 
detail with consultants. 

The board also studied the list 
of contributors and considered 
how to collect as much as possible. 
It called upon Muslims to send 
their donations to the society at 
the address of Prince Salman or 
any of the board members. 

The board decided that Prince 
Salman should write personal let- 
ters inviting contributions. The 
society will accept donations in 
cash, land, shares or endowments. 
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It urged religious scholars, intel- 
lectuals and & media to call upon 
Muslims to come forward. 

The board considered how best 
the society’s funds could be 
invested to guarantee a perma- 
nent income for the society, and 
authorized the society’s chairman 
and secretary general to buy into 
joint stock companies and real 
estate. It proposed die establish- 
ment of medical projects and sug- 
gested setting up a medical 
instruments factory. 

The board said the society's 
projects inside the Kingdom 
should be completed before the 
society undertakes any project in 
another Islamic country. 

Then the initiative must be from 
that country. After they bad col- 
lected money, the society would 
come forward. 

The Saudi government, the 
board said, would spare no effort 
to help all Islamic states. When the 
society had collected enough 
money it would be able to partid- 
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The board also announced the 
third list of donations. Prince Ibn 
Abdul Mohsco, deputy governor 
of Mecca has given SR 1 .5 million. 

Other donations included SR 
200,000 from Sheikh Abdul 
Rahman ibn Ahmad Al-Sudairi; 
SR 500,000 (in land) from the 
people of Jauf; SR3 million from 
Dr. Hassan Abdullah Kamel (for 
the construction of a nursery for 
babies of patients at Mecca hospi- 
tals); SRI 00,000 promised annu- 
ally, from Dr. Kamel; SRI million 
anonymously; SRI milli on prom-

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Arafat anticipates 

major Israeli strike 
against Palestinians 

BEIRUT, July 4 (Agencies) — Palestinian commando chief Yas- 
ser Arafat has said he expected! a major Israeli offensive on Palesti- 
nian camps in Lebanon. ■ 

Arafat, head of the Palestine liberation Organization (PLO), was 
speaking at a press conference Tuesday after briefing Arab and East 
bloc ambassadors on increased Israeli mihtaiy activity against the 
commandos. ■ 

"I expect big military operations,” the PLO chief said." We expect 
a long, hot summer. But we are not an easy nut to crack.". 

He bitterly attacked IsracFs announcement earlier this week that 
the Jewish state had -abandoned its policy of retaliation to commando 
attacks in favor of hitting the Palestinians at wiU. 

"Israelis, using sophisticated America-supplied weapons, were 
following a scorched earth policy blessed and approved by the United 
States," Arafat continued. 

Arafat also hinted that his commandos might try to sink supertan- 
kers at the straights of Hormuz to block oD traffic from the Gulf to the 
West. 

He was commenting on a statement by Saudi Oil Minister Sheikh 
Ahmad Zaki Yamani given in an interview with "Newsweek" about 
the plight of the Palestinians. 

Yamani said that Palestinians might sink one or more supertankers 
out of desperation and this would make the current oil shortage took 
like "a child's play." 

Asked what he thought about Yamani’ s statement, Arafat 
“He (Yamani) wouldn't have said it without inside information 

The Arabic phrasing of bis answer bore a clear indication that the 
Y amain-suggested action might be attempted by Palestinians. 

Arafat said Israeli air raids and artillery bombardment of southern 
Lebanon had made more than 600,000 people homeless. 

Since Israel’s invasion of southern Lebanon in March, 1978, air 
strikes and artillery attacks resultedin successive waves of refugees 
from the south.

Sadatfs wife said in a letter published Tuesday that he was arrested . . 
on April 27 by Islamic revolutionary guards posted at the U.S. 
Embassy in Tehran. - ; 

At one point in Tuesday's march, revolutionary guards fired three ' 
shots in the air to back Islamic militants trying to break through a- ' 
cordon thrown around the radical demonsiators. 

One major-general was executed for spying for the Soviet Union in ‘ : 
December 1 977 and another general died while under detention on '■ 
similar charges in March 1978. A senior civil servant \ ras also con- - 
demned to death for syping for the Soviet Union, but his sentence

Callaghan warns Thatcher on Rhodesia 


LONDON, July 4 (AP) 
James Callaghan declared Tues- 
day thaL Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's attitude toward Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia could isolate and 
endanger Britain. 

Callaghan clashed with Mrs. 
Thatcher in the House of Com- 
mons over the prime minister's* 
statement last weekend that she 
did not believe her Conservative 
Party will renew sanctions against 
Rhodesia in November. 

Callaghan suggested Mrs. 
Thatcher had committed a “great 
mistake” by saying this before the 
Commonwealth prime ministers' 
conference which starts in Lusaka 
on Aug. 1. 

“ If you are not careful you will 
find yourself isolated, Britain iso- 
lated, and the interests of the 
; United Kingdom put at great risk 
as a result of what you call your 
pithy comments." 

Mis. Thatcher continued to 
maintain that there is considerable 
doubt whether the Conservative

The Queen is scheduled to leave 
July 19 on a four- nation African 
tour, culminating in a week’s visit 
to Zambia from July 27. 

Zambia is host to an estimated 
15,000 heavily armed Rhodesian 
guerrillas whose bases are a regu- 
lar target for ground and air 
strikes by Salisbury’s forces. 

“We are very anxious that the 
^jQueen should be able to under- 
take these visits and we will weigh 
judgment on advice received veiy 
carefully.” 

Buckingham Palace press sec- 
retary Michael Shea said, “You 
can’t build a wall of steel around 
the Queen.” 

Shea is in Scotland with the 
Queen. Her Rolls Royce was spat 
upon by a demonstrator on Mon- 
day. 

Shea said the Queen still 
intends go to Lusaka.

Moon agreement 
drafted at U.N. 
after 7 years 

UNITED Nations, July ( AP) — 
The U.N. Committee on the 
Peaceful Uses of Outer Space 
approved, after seven years of 
deliberations, a draft treaty gov- 
erning exploitation of the moon. 

The natural resources of the 
moon are “the common heritage 
of mankind” and are to be shared 
by all states. The draft also bars 
contamination of the moon's 
environement or any claim to 
national ownership of any part of 
the moon. 

Committee Chairman Peter 
Yankowitsch of Austria called the 
agreement “an important break- 
through in international coopera- 
tion." 

The major difficulty over the 
years of negotiation has been the 
principle of common ownership, 
which is also holding up an inter- 
national law of the sea. 

“This is real. This is not science 
fiction.” the chairman said. 

The moon agreement applies 
the same rules to planets and all 
parts of the solar system other 
than the earth. 

It also forbids military use of the 
moon and declares it “shall be 
used by all states parties exclu- 
sively for peaceful purpose." 

Europeans ask 
US. to lift 
ban on DC-10 

WASHINGTON, July 4 <R) — 
West European governments 
have formally asked the U.S. Fed- 
eral Aviation Authority (FAA) to 
lift its ban on foreign DC- 1 Os land- 
ing in the United States. The FAA 
has promised to reply within a 
week. 

European Civil Aviation Con- 
ference President Eric WiUoch 
said Tuesday. “ We have made a 
request that the United States 
accept our DO 10s operating into 
the United States on the basis of 
our airworthiness certificates.” 

On June 6 the FAA grounded 
U.S.-operated DC-lOs and barred 
foreign DC-lOs from flying here 
after the crash of an American 
Airlines DC-10 in Chicago on 
May 25 which killed 273 people. 

Willoch, head of the Norwegian 
Aviation Authority, spoke after 
he and officials from Britain, 
France, Turkey, Denmark, Fin- 
land, the Netherlands and Bel- 
gium met FAA Administrator 
Langhome Bond and other U.S. 
officials at the State Department.

Bangui deaths denied 
to chorus of catcalls 


PARIS, July 4 (AP) — The 
mayor of Bangui, capita’ tile 
Central African Empire, has 
denied that any children were kil- 
led last April and said Amnesty 
International reports of a mas- 
sacre were “machinations" of the 
French government. 

In a rowdy news conference 
Tuesday interrupted by about 30 
shouting Central Africans, Fred- 
Patrice Zemoniako-Liblakenze 
said be was not accusing President 
Giscard of direct involvement, but 
“this machination came from the 
Elysee.” 

The Amnesty report, corrobo- 
rated by French journalists who 
visited Bangui, alleged that as 
many as 100 children were beaten 
or suffocated to death by soldiers 
after demonstrating against gov- 
ernment regulations requiring all 
students to buy and wear 


uniforms. The factory which

■ Zemopiako said the French 
press gave prominent play to

LONDON. July 4 lAP) — 
Families of the two British hank- 
ers released after seven months 
captivity in El Salvador expressed 
joy and relief Wednesday. 

But one of the two men. freed 
after Lloyds Bank International 
paid a massive bur undisclosed 
ransom, will return home to a fam- 
ily shattered by the long ordeal. 

And a British official, fearful 
that payment of one vast ransom 
could lead to more kidnappings by 
Latin American guerrillas, praised 
the bankers' courage but said the 
government would not have 
struck a deal with their captors. 

“I want to make it absolutely 
dear that it is the government's 
policy not to pay ransoms or 
accede to demands of terrorists.'' 
said Minister of State at the Fore- 
ign Office Nicholas Ridley. 

Lloyds Bank headquarters here 
confirmed it had paid ransom 
money for the release of Ian Mas- 
sie, 46, and Michael Chatterton, 
47, but refused to disclose the 
amount. 

One British newspaper specu- 
lated the sum was up to five mil- 
lion pounds ( more than SI 1 mil- 
lion) and a radio station in El Sal- 
vador put the figure at £4 million 
(nearly $ 9 million). 

Chatlerton's brother. Paul, a 
lecturer a: Liverpool University- 
said tbe family was ‘’overjoyed." 

Massie's brother, Edward, said 
the kidnap, the death threats and 
the long weeks of nor knowing 
whether the men were dead or 
alive, had taken a “terrible toll” 
on the family. 

There farher, John, died last 
month. 

“Our mother's nerves have 
been shattered. She has been in 
hospital for a fortnight." 

The men were reunited with 
their wives at a hotel in Houston, 
early Wednesday. They are 
scheduled to give a news confer- 
ence on Thursday. 

“Asfaraswecanteli they are in 
reasonably good shape. They 
seem to be in good health and 
good spirits,” said a bank official. 

“I don't know how long they 
will stay in Houston. But it will 
probably be for two or three days 
while they complete their medical 
checks and then they will return to 
London.”

An unknown numher of guerril- 
las attacked the house of Greek 
Orthodox Archbishop Cyril Papa- 
dopolous, who was home at the 
time. 

The roof and some bedrooms 
were damaged, but there were no 
casualties in the assault, which was 
the closest to >he center of the cap- 
ital ever staged.

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U.S. military hopes backfire 
from SALT is a new bomber

WASHINGTON — 

U.S. Air Force leaders are hoping to use the 
SALT D agreement to create a political backfire 
within the administration in support of an Ameri- 
can version of the controversial Soviet “Backfire 
bomber. 

Although the White House and Defense Secret- 
ary Harold Brown are taking a neutral public posi- 
tion on the hotly lobbied proposal to turn the F- 1 1 1 
into an intercontinental bomber, it is being strongly 
pushed by the Strategic Air Command and its allies 
in congress. 

The SAC plan would give the fighter-bomber, 
origi nall y conceived in the early 1960s as the TFX, 
a strategic capability to reach the Soviet Union from 
American soil. 

Taking advantage, however, of the SALT 
loophole created for the Soviet “ Backfire," it would 
not be counted as a strategic weapon subject to the 
treaty’s weapons limitations. 

In closed Senate testimony given earlier this year 
and released last week, Gen. Richard Ellis, SAC 
co mm ander, declared the modified FB-111B 
"would effectively offset the ommission of the 
Backfire from SALT H." 

SALT II opponents want the treaty changed to 
require the Backfire to be included as a strategic 
weapon since, they argue, it could reach some por- 
tions of the United Suites from Russia. 

At Vienna, after a heated exchange, Soviet Pres- 
ident Leonid Brezhnev gave his oral assurance that 
only 30 Backfire per year would be built. In a writ- 
ten statement, Brezhnev said Backfire was “a 
medium-range bomber” that would not be given 
“the capability of operating at intercontinental dis- 
tances." 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff, until the treaty signing, 
insisted Backfire be covered by the agreement. 

The SAC proposal may be introduced in the 
Senate as an amendment to the fiscal 1980 defense 
authorization bill, according to aides of Sen. John 
Tower, R-Texas, who supports the plan and has 
indicated his opposition to the SALT II agree- 
ments. 

The SAC proposal creates a potential dilemma 
for the president 

If he turns down the idea, he would seem to be 
backing away from a statement made before the 
Vie nna summit that the United States, in allowing 
the Soviets to keep Backfire out of SAL T IT, 


retained the right to build for itself a comparable 
bomber. 

On the other hand, if he approves the new prog- 
ram, liberal critics will sav he is buying a new. 
nnneeded system to gather Senate votes for the 
SALT treaty. 

Defense Secretary Harold Brown said, "f sutt 
need a lot of convincing.” when asked if he would 
support the FB-111B modification program. 

SAC commander Ellis told the Senate committee 
that the first modified FB-1 1 IBs could be ready 29 
months after the program began. It would take just 
over three years to have 30 bombers ready for 
service. 

The quick upgrading of the F- 1 1 1 b needed, 
according to Ellis, to eenerate a larger retaliatory 
force in the early 1980s. when, according to the 
administration's estimates. U.S. land- based ICBMs 
theoretically would be vulnerable to a Soviet first- 
strike attack. 

“For a fairly reasonable investment," Ellis said, 
“these modified F-l 1 1 aircraft would give our force 
more range, more mass, and greater damage poten- 
tial by adding the capability to deliver I deleted) 
more warheads on target.” 

The SAC proposal was presented to the Pen- 
tagon earlier this year for inclusion in the fecal 
1 981 budget, which is in the early stages of prepara- 
tion. 

The proposal contemplates modifying 89 of the 
Tactical Air Command's F-l 11 D fighter bombers 
and 66 FB-11 1 As that belong to the Strategic Air 
Command. 

Were the U.S. to go ahead with the FB-11 IB 
program, it could create for the Soviets more of a' 
military threat than the Backfire poses to the - 
United Stares. 

Backfire, as now constructed, has no refueling 
capabilities. Therefore, any mission to the United 
Stales would permit it to return to its home base. In 
addition, the Soviets currently are keeping Back- 
fires at airfields that place them out of U.S. range. 

In addition, half the Backfires now produced are 
configured for anti-ship fighting and are turned 
over to the Soviet Navy air arm. 

The other half, according to the Soviets, are used 
to provide air support for Warsaw Pact forces in 
Europe. 

The proposed FB- 1 1 1 B , on the other hand, could 
be refueled and thus could reach anywhere in the 
Soviet Union and still return to the United Stales.

Will Britain move on a new Middle East course? 


ARAB SUMMIT 

Arab reaction to danger and threats of war must be one of 
the more complex puzzles to any observer of Middle East 
politics and a source of near despair to the Arab people. 

It is an unfortunate fact of Arab politics that actions are 
invariably too little and too late to have any meaningful effect 
on the course of events in the region. With few exceptions, 
Arab governments are usually content with accepting 
“realities” created by forces outside the region. The eleventh 
hour scramble that has characterized Arab reaction to issues 
affecting their security and territorial integrity, has consis- 
tently fallen short of warding off the resulting damage. 

Tbe latest manifestation of such an attitude is the ongoing 
debate on holding a new Arab summit conference "to draw up 
a strategy for action and to close Arab ranks ” when Israel and 
Syria are on the verge of a new war that could draw in the rest 
of the countries in the region. Israel has explicitly stated that it 
will continue with its policy of attacking Lebanese and Pales- 
tinian targets and that it expected new clashes with the Syrian 
air force. In his endorsement of a new Arab summit, Kuwaiti 
Prime Minister Sheikh Saad Al- Abdullah rightly warned that 
a new war with Israel would be “a total Arab war*' and would 
not be confined to frontline states. But this is a fact realized by 
all tbe Arabs, and has been repeatedly driven home in previ- 
ous confrontations. Why is it that the Arabs have to lose men 
and territory before they act? We are not advocating a war 
policy, but Arabs must have an overall defense strategy that 
would make an Israeli attack on any Arab country an expen- 
sive adventure. Such a plan is long overdue and the opportun- 
ity to create one was missed by the last two conferences of 
Arab beads of state and foreign ministers in Baghdad, after it 
became clear that Egypt was opting out. While the meetings 
gave the need for Arab unity and defense coordination the 
usual doze of lip-service, they failed to initiate any concrete 
actions that would make Arab countries less vulnerable to 
Israel's expansionist whims. 

If a new Arab summit is to become a theater for bilateral 
squabbles, or to repeat known positions on the need for unity 
and coordination, then there is little justification in holding 
such a meeting, because the Arabs need no reminders. Every 
Arab country, in its own way, has been affected by the ongoing 
Middle East conflict and has paid dearly. On the other hand, 
if there is a genuine Arab interest in going beyond the tradi- 
tional statements of sympathy or recrimination, to draw up a 
collective economic, political and defense strategy, a summit 
becomes imperative.

LONDON — 

Arabs often these days ask Englishmen 
whether tbe new British government of Margaret 
Thatcher is likely to pursue a more active Middle 
East policy than its predecessor. It is probably too 
early to say. but there are some encouraging signs 
that the new Conservative government will be Jess ’ 
reluctant than tbe old Labor one under James Cal- 
laghan in taking a differing line from the Ameri- 
cans. Both Callaghan and Harold Wilson before 
him were so obsessed with the need to stay closely in 
step with tbe United States that they identified 
themselves with policies which they did not always 
believe in. It is hoped those days are over. 

But it would be foolish for any British govern- 
ment today to pretend to be able to strike out a 
strong line in foreign policy oo its own. If Britain is 
to separate ourselves from American policy on any 
issue, it could only do so in close association with 
other nations which shared our views and with 
which we could present a degree of political influ- 
ence comparable with that of the United States. It is 
not certain whether that is possible; if it is, it could 
only be done in conceit with Britain’s partners in 
the European Community. 

Now the record of the European Community 
in the Middle East is not a convincing one. Indi- 
vidually, some of the nations of Western Europe 
have excellent relations with most of the Arab 
world. Collectively, they have disappointed the 
Arab world by their reluctance to adopt a clear 
stand towards the Arab- Israeli conflict and by the 
way they have tried to restrict the scope of the 
Euro- Arab dialogue to economic matters, leaving 
the thorny political aspects to one side. Partly, this 
attitude has stemmed from tbe failure of the Euro- 
peans so far to develop common attitudes and 
policies, or to achieve among themselves a degree 
of mutual trust which would enable them to cooper- 
ate more closely on tbe major political questions 
affecting them all. 

But where the Euro-Arab dialogue is con- 
cerned, there are other factors at work as well. 
There is tbe legacy of the imperialist past, which has 
made h prudent for countries like Britain and 
France to maintain a low profile where the Arab 
world was concerned. And there is the complex of 
memories and emotions affecting Europe's rela- 
tionship with Israel, which has enabled successive 


Israeli governments to take advantage of Western 
sympathy in pursuing their own interests. 

Much of this is changing, and changing fast 
The European Community is finding its feet, and in 
the process it is becoming more critical of American 
leadership and more ready to dissociate itself from 
American policy. This is true of the Middle East, 
where the confusion of American policy is plainly 
aggravating the dangers facing Europe; and 
Europe's critical attitude has lately been streng- 
thened by what Europeans see as America's selfish 
and reckless attitude in the face of the world energy 
crisis. At tbe same time, support for Israel has been 
. eroded by Begin' s policies towards ttie occupied 
territories and by the deliberate way in which he has 
made a mockery of the Camp David proposals for 
Palestinian "autonomy’ . Even those who originally 
supported the Camp David “framework for peace” 
are now inclined to agree with those who 
denounced it from the start as no more than a trick 
to maintain Israel's occupation of the West Bank 
and Gaza. 

European impatience with Israel and, by 
implication, with the American approach to a Mid- 
dle East peace settlement, found expression in the 
statement issued by the nine foreign ministers of the 
European Community on June 18. This strongly 
criticized “certain attitudes and declarations of the 
Israeli government,” of which it singled out for 
special mention Israel's claim to eventual 
sovereignty over the occupied territories (which it 
said was "incompatible with resolution 242") and 
Israel's establishment of settlements in the 
occupied territories (which it said was “illegal in 
international law”). 

If Europe is indeed ready to follow a line of its 
own in tbe Middle East, independently of the 
United States (or designed to rescue the United 
States from the impasse in which it finds itself), is 
there anything the Europeans could do to set the 
search for peace back on a more constructive 
course? There may well be. Tbe American course, 
.based on the Camp David framework, has come to 
grief because it made no dear provision for tbe 
future of tbe occupied territories and because, in 
consequence, the Palestinians and tbe Arab gov- 
ernments apart from Egypt would have nothing to 
do with it. But merely to watch the predictable 
failure of the present autonomy talks between the 
Egyptians and the Israelis will achieve nothing. 
What is needed is an alternative proposal which 
offers some promise of progress towards the proper 
objective of a comprehensive settlement — one, 
above all, which rescues the Palestinians in the 


occupied territories from their present plight. 

Such a proposal should call for the establish- 
ment, as an interim measure and until peace agree- 
ments can be negotiated between Israel and its 
Arab neighbours (including, of course, the Palesti- 
nians), of an international administration for tbe 
West Bank and Gaza. The international administra- 
tion should be under tbe direct authority of the 
U.N. Security Council and should assume full 
responsibility for the internal and external security 
of tiie territory, without prejudice to its final dispos- 
ition. In this way the Palestinians would achieve the 
"full autonomy' promised them at Camp David, 
but under international protection. Since the 
United States, as a permanent member of the Sec- 
urity Council, would be able, through the use of the 
veto, to prevent any measures h considered harmful 
to Israel. Israel security too would be protected. In

Small-scale thinking never has been a trademark 
of Dr. Arraand Hammer, the multimillionaire 
philanthropist-oilman, but recently a couple of U.S. 
Senators suggested he may be thinking too big. 

Hammer went before a Senate subcommittee to 
aver that with the country in “the greatest crisis 
since the republic was founded,” h is time for a 
crash program to convert oil shale to petroleum. 

The board chairman and chief executive of Occi- 
dental Petroleum Co. said the shale of Colorado, 
Utah and Wyoming holds the answer to solving tbe 
nation's oil shortages. 

With proper federal financial support and tax 
incentives, he said, his company and others could be 
producing 2 milli on barrels of synthetic petroleum 
daily from oil shale by the 1990s. 

Moreover, Hammer said, the private firms could 
turn out synthetic fuel at a cost ranging between $1 3 
and $25 a barrel — making it competitive with 
imported petroleum. 

"This is oo time for timidity. We’ve got to be 
bold. It is no time to quibble over $3 billion of 
money when we spent $65 billion on imported oiL 
The government can risk $3 billion. The money will 
not be wasted,” Hammer told the subcommittee. 

But before the day was over, tbe only subcommit- 
tee members present. Sen. Wendell Ford, D-Ky., 
and J. Bennett Johnston, D-la., gave Hammer and 
his optimism a hard going-over. 


short, the objectives set out in the Camp David 
agreement would be achieved — but without the 
element which proved the undoing of Camp David, 
namely the continuation of the Israeli occupation.

This would make it as difficult as poss- 
ible for the Americans to oppose a proposal which 
would fulfil the aims which Carter has publicly proc- 
laimed but never achieved. 


Through questioning of Hammer and other wit- 
nesses, including oil-shale promoters and environ- 
mentalists, Ford and Johnson raised doubts about 
the Occidental chairman's statistics and approach. 

Ford, whose preferences for synthetic fuel 
development lie in the coal fields of his homestate, 
remembered that Hammer only two years ago was 
saying oil shale could produce synthetic petroleum 
for $8 to $1 1 a barrel. 

Ford wondered, why the $25 a barrel figure 
today? 

Inflation. Hammer said. “The longer we 
dilly-dally, the worse the inflation will get." 

Hammer left the impression that his company 
and others, given the proper financial backing by 
Unde Sam, could almost immediately leap into 
production. 

But another oil shale developer, Richard Lieber, 
executive vice president of Rio Blanco Oil Shale 
Co. of Denver, took exception under questioning to 
some of Hammer's assertions. 

Lieber indicated the 2 million barrel goal will be 
hard to reach by the 1990s and suggested that far 
more of the West’s precious water will be needed 
for daily oil shale development than Hammer indi- 
cated. 

Ford told Lieber, “Dr. Hammer's gung-ho, but 
you’ve described some of the problems that most of 
us are going to look very hard at before we spend 
that kind of money — the $3 billion ro get this 
going." — (Wp)

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The modest Englishman who died fighting with the army of Abdul Aziz

JEDDAH — At the signing of 
the treaty between Abdul Aziz 
and the British' government in 
Jeddah, in 1927, whereby the 
absolute independence of the 
amir’s territories, was recognised, 
Clayton, the British plenipotenti- 
ary, asked the amir if he would 
name the best of the Europeans he 
had So Car met in his life. Abdul 
Aziz immediately replied: “Cap- 
tain Shakespear ” 

To have made such a profound 
impact on one of the greatest 
Arabs in history shows at least that 
Shakespear must have been an 
exceptional man.- Yet in the long 
story of English interest in Arabia 
he is one of the least known fig- 
ures. This is almost certainly 
because among all the flamboyant 
self-advertising, eccentric and 
literary Englishmen who followed 
fame into the desert, Shakespear 
was the most modest 

William H. Shakespear started 
typically enough, a member of a 
distinguished family with a long 

record of service in India. After 
education at Britain's Royal 
Military Academy be went to 
India in 1898, as a second tienten- 
anL He quickly made a name for 
himself as a linguist and within two 
years had mastered Urdu and 
Pushtu. He had also shown con- 
siderable ability as a staff officer m 
charge of plague prevention in 
Bombay. 

In 1902, he passed tire army's 
higher Arabic examination and 
applied to join the political 
department This was the best 
avenue, for advancing a career in 
Indian service. So we see Shakes- 
pear , before he was 25, as a cap- 
able, intelligent and ambitions 
young man whose excellent record 
had already been noticed by the 
highest officials in Tndw 

In 1904, the youngest consul in 
tiie a dmi n i s tr ation, he was posted 
as assistant to Perry Cox, British 
resident at Bandar Abbas. In 
1906, he was appointed British 
representative in Muscat 

Back in India in 1907 and over- 
due for home leave, he bought a 
car, had it shipped to Bushire and 
from there started off on a 
pioneering road journey of 4,000 
miles to England This was to be 
the source of an. ambition to make 
a journey of exploration across the 
wastes of Central Arabia. 

In 1908, he returned to the 


Gulf, to duty at Bushire. After this 
he went to the court of Sheikh 
Mubarak of Kuwait as British 
resident. 

. The two men started by disag- 
reeing violently on almost every 
point of view, but out of early 
anger emerged a relationship of 
absolute trust and great friend- 
ship. It was through Sheikh 
Mubarak that Shakespear met 
Abdul Ariz. * 

In Kuwait Shakespear traveled 
among the tribes; took up falconry 
and acquired a pack of hunting 
dogs. He could often be seen rid- 
ing out, always dressed in smart 
military uniform, with a splendid 
retinue of followers, his falcon 
perched on his gauntletted wrist. 
He could ride, hunt and shoot as 
well as anyone. 

He remained uncompromis- 
ingly British, however, about his 
food and drink. When he first 
entertained the Amir Abdul Aziz 
on his visit to Kuwait in 1910, he 
offered his Arab guests an English 
dinner of roast lamb, potatoes and 
mint sauce. The amir and Shakes- 
pear ■ got on very well from the 
beginning and Abdul Ariz invited 
him to visit Riyadh. 

Before this visit could take 
place, however, the amir was fre- 
quently absent on campaign and 
Shakespeare on his own journeys 
of discovery in Eastern Arabia. 
His reports were notable for the 
scientific accuracy of his observa- 
tions. He did meet the amir from 
time to time though in camp, when 
their paths crossed, and the 
friendship and trust between them 
grew. Shakespear had by this 
time become a fluent Arabist and 
he had completely won the respect 
of the Bedouin. He was also ah 
excellent photographer. 

By 1914, Shakespear was 
a g ain due for home leave and he 
decided to combine a visit to 
Riyadh with a complete crossing 
of Arabia and make his way home 
by way of Cairo. During that jour- 
ney, in which he sometimes fol- 
lowed in the trials of Sadleir, Pat 
grave and Felly, he was able to 
correct some of their observations 
and fill blank spaces in the map. 

In Riyadh he spent hours in 
conversation with the amir, who 
made it dear that he thought only 
Shakespeare could bring about 
the alliance between the house of 
A1 Sand and the British Govern- 
ment which the amir so earnestly 
desired.

Leaving Riyadh with three 
experienced guides supplied by 
Abdul Aziz, Shakespear con- 
tinued his journay using instru- 
ments to make accurate notes of 
each day’s changing landscape, 
through Qasim and onward, pas- 
sing Nafud, Tubaik and Wadi 
Iram to Kontilla near the canal. 
The journey of 1,800 miles, of 
which two- thirds was mapped and 
recorded for the first time by 
Shakespear was never to appear 
folly in print His notebooks, 
though, were used by the British 
War Office to produce accurate 
maps of the whole region through 
which he passed. 

By 1915 Shakespear was back 
a gain in Arabia at the side of 
Abdul Aziz. Now he found him- 
self in conflict with his own gov- 
ernment's ineffective handling of 
relations with the amir. Abdul 
Aziz was deeply involved in his 
campaigns to unite Arabia and to 
secure its complete independence, 
and he urgently wanted une- 
quivocal British support against 
the Rashid allies of Turkey. 

After conferring together on' 


name not easy to add glory to 

the eve of a crucial battle between 
the Saudi forces and the Rashid, 
the amir advised Shakespear to 
leave before shots were fired. This 
he refused to do. During the ensu- 
ing battle Shakespear , talcing up 
an exposed position, acted as 
observer for the only gunner in the 
Saudi army, who was laying his 
cannon onto the advancing 
enemy. Shakespear was cut down 
in the attack. 

Abdul Aziz wrote to Percy Cox 
in February 1915 reporting the 
death of “our beloved friend." 
Had Shakespear survived, it is 
possible that he and not Lawrence 
wotfld have been the chief influ- 
ence in Britsh- Arabian policy 
during the 1914-18 war. In that 
event, the cause of Abdul Aziz 
would have been forwarded 
instead of that of Sherif Hussein. 
The long term effects of his early 
death, at the age of 36, must there- 
fore be seen as significant in the 
historical evolution of the region. 

An obituary of Shakespear 
included the following tribute: 
“He bore an English name not 
easy to add glory to, yet he suc- 
ceeded. 11

Wimbledon giants ascendant again

LONDON, July 4 l R) — The 
day of the underdog ended as 
three of the top five seeds, includ- 
ing title-holder Bjorn Borg of 
Sweden, won through to the men's 
semi-final at Wimbledon Tues- 
day. 

The first week has seen seeds 
scattered with such abandon that 
there were only four of the origi- 
nal 16 surviving at the weekend. 

But after the field was whittled 
down to four Tuesday, Pat Dupre, 
the Belgian-born American, was 
left carrying the banner of the 
unseeded players on his own. 

Top-seeded Borg, 23, the win- 
ner here for the last three years, 
played irresistible tennis in his 
quarter-final to rout Dutchman 
Tom Okker 6-2, 6-1, 6-3 in little 
over an hour. He will now face his 
arch rival Jimmy Connors, the 
American third seed, who dis- 
posed of unseeded Texan Bill 
Scanlon 6-3 4-6 7-6 6-4. 

Fiftb^ seeded Roscoe Tanner of 


the United States and Dupre will 
clash in the second of Thursday’s 
semi-finals. Tanner won his 
quarter-final 6-1, 6-4, 6-7 against 
Tim Gullikson, the 15 th seed, 
while Dupre beat another 
unseeded player, Italy s Adriano 
Panatta, 3-6, 6-4, 6-7, 6-4, 6-3 in . 
a three-and-a-half-hour 

marathon. 

Borg against Connors will be a 
repeat of the last two finals here, 
both of which the Swede won, and 
it is generally regarded as the 
match chat will deride the champ- 
ionships. 

On the evidence of Tuesday’s 
form, Borg should win. He was 
quite ruthless in overwhelming the 
unseeded Okker. 

Not unreasonably, Borg said 
later that he thought he was play- 
ing very well. 

Of his semi-final on Thursday, 
he commented “I always believe 
in trying to win, but against Con- 
nors I know I have to play really 


well. There is no way that I can 
play a little bit below by best and 
win against him.” 

Connors, as he has done 
throughout the championships, 
kept his own counsel after beating 
Scanlon and spoke to no-one. 
Scanlon, though, had much to say 
about Thursday’s match. 

"Borg will do the same things 
that I was doing today, but he 
won't make the same mistakes,” 
he said, “If Borg has the same

I just 
didn't have a chance.”

N.Y. oil spill cleanup continues 

NEW YORK, July 4 (AP) — A helicopter drop of chemical 
dispersant was made in the Atlantic Ocean off New York City 
Tuesday morning in the third day of a $l-million cleanup of a major 
harbor oil spill. The Coast Guard will use the dispersant in different 
parts of the harbor areas polluted by the spill Saturday night of more 
than 100.000 gallons of heavy diesel oil from the 648-foot Sea Speed 
Arabia. Other cleanup techniques were used, including barrier' 
booms, skimmer vacuums, absorbent materials and bulldozing dune 
walls along some beaches. The dispersant attacks the cohension of 
the slick, breaking the oil down to molecule size. Skimming recovery 
operations, meanwhile, continued in Newark Bay, Kill van Kull and 
around the Bayonne military ocean terminal. Preliminary cleanup of 
South Beach on Staten Island has been completed, but wind and tide 
could bring the oil bade ashore at any time. The Liberian vessel was 
headed for Jeddah when it scrapped bottom in Newark Bay, just 
north of Staten Island. _

Tlie impetuous player who 
plays first and thinks later 
must occasionally pay far his 
exuberance. Bridge is not the 
kind of game where you can 
afford to play spontaneously 
and expect to get the best 
remits. There are simply too 
many variations of hauls you 
may hold and situations you 
may encounter to rely entirely 
on past experience to guide 
you unerringly to the right bid 
or play. 

Take this deal, where 
almost anyone might go 
wrong. Let’s say you're East

ami that your favorite partner 
leads the ace and another 
dub. which you win with the 
king. 

It is not difficult to recognize 
that West led from the 
doubleron ace of dubs and 
that you can give him a ruff. 
But if your thinking stops right 
there and you impulsively 
return a dub. declarer makes 
the contract. He loses two dub 
tricks, a dub ruff, a spade and 
a diamond . 

Furthermore, you can teQ 
from seeing dummy that this 
result is inevitable if you 
return a dub. At the same 
time, you can also see that 
there’s a dunce of stopping 
the contract if you (day the ace 
and another diamond, instead 
of leading a dub at trick three. 

If you do this, you beat the 
contract. South can do no 
better than lead a trump at 
trick five, which you take with 
the ace. Now, belatedly, you 
give your partner a dub ruff, 
and he reciprocates by giving 
you a diamond ruff. This last 
ruff puts declarer down ana. 

You can then apologise to 
your partner for having failed 
to give him a dub ruff earlier. 
He gave you such a scornful 
look when you led the ace and 
another diamond, instead of a 
third dub, that it might be 
better to try to placate him by 
apologizing for your seeming 
s tupi dity.

Indians flee spaceship 

Sky lab’s coming provokes fear , concern 


By the Associated Press 

As the world waits for Skylab to 
fall , panic has struck parts of 
India, the president of the Philip- 
pines has taken to nationwide 
television to urge calm and the 
Swiss are looking to their church 
bells as an Alpine early warning 
system. 

In the Indian state of Andhra 
Pradesh on Tuesday, officials 
issued a statement saying there 
was no cause for alarm. 

But the United News of India 
reported some families leaving 
home or sending children away 
anyway — for destinations 
believed safer from the U.S. space 
station's debris. How they calcu- 
lated that was not explained 

In South Africa, the “Rand 
Daily Mail" took note in an editor- 
ial of the slim chance which 
American officials give Skylab of 
hitting anything important. But it 
also observed grimly that if any- 
one is killed, it will severely tarn- 
ish the American space program's 
good name.

Most of the time Skylab's path 
will be over ocean, increasing the 
chances that debris will fall harm- 
lessly into the sea. 

If Skylab appears likely to fall 
on densely populated countries its 
course might be manipulated a bit 
to aim it over less populated areas, 
even if that means toward the 
United States. 

Still, the officials concede that 
nobody knows exactly when the 
773-ton space station will reenter 
the atmosphere and break up, or 
just what parts of Earth would fall 
under its shower of debris.

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Rebels tightening Managua 
as rumors have Somoza out 


MANAGUA, July 4 (AP) — 
The Sandinista guerrillas reported 
heavy fighting around Rivas, the 
southern town they have picked 
for their provisional capital, and 
tightened their noose around 
Managua, President Anastasio 
Somoza* s capital, after gaining 
control of 23 other cities. 

Rumors ran through Managua 
late Tuesday that Somoza would 


leave the country by Saturday. 
The National Guard's warplanes 
still rook off from the interna- 
tional airport northeast of Man- 
agua to bo mb the rebel-held cities, 
but the air force was reduced to 
less than a dozen fighters, trans- 
ports and helicopters. 

A government source conceded 
the rebel circle around Managua 
was completed Sunday night when 


the guerrillas overran the National 
Guard garrison at Matagalpa. 88 
kilometers north of the capital. 

Hundreds of well-armed guer- 
rillas were reported entrenched in 
each of the rebel-held cities, far 
outnumbering government troops 
who held the towns previously and 
were still besieged in their bar- 
racks in some of then.

Bonn abolishes Nazi trial limit 


BONN, July 4 (R) — West 
Germany has decided after much 
soul-searching there can be no 
time limit for prosecution of Nazi 
murderers. 

After a debate lasting nearly 10 
hours, the Bonn parliament voted 
255 to 222 to abolish foe statute of 
30-year limitation on murder pro- 
secutions. 

Tuesday night's decision closed 
a legal loophole which would have 
enabled undetected Nazi murder- 
ers to escape justice for war crimes 
after the end of foe year. 

The statute did not apply to 
investigations already under way 
and these would have carried on 
regardless of how foe Bundestag 
voted. Hitler’s deputy Martin 
Bormann, if still alive, would not 
have escaped justice as he was sen- 
tenced to death in his absence in 
1946. 

Israel immediately welcomed 
the vote. Justice Minister Shmuel 
T amir called it a “correct and 
inevitable decision.*' Opposition 
Leader Shimon Peres cabled foe 
ruling Social Democratic Party 
(SPD) to thank them for their 
stance in the debate. 

Every SPD deputy who spoke 
Tuesday favored abolition of the 
statute. Justice Minister Hans- 
Jochen Vogel said the law had to 
come to terms with history. 

He told parliament that every 
murderer detected after 
December 31 who could no longer 
be prosecuted would be a severe 
blow to a peace based on justice. 

West Germany had to make a 
clear signal in view of the millions 
of Nazi murders, he added. 


Among rbe victims of tin Nazi 
regime were six mfllioq, Jews. 

Most deputies of the opposition 
Christian Democrat Party argued 
for retention of foe statute. 
Deputy Carl Otto Lenz said the 
task of assembling evidence three 
or four decades after the event 
threatened to turn trials into a lot- 
tery. 

Israelis visiting Bonn in recent 
months to lobby for a change in 
the law made clear that their main 
concern was not necessarily to 
stage more trials. 

Israeli Nazi-hunter Tuviah 
Friedmann said he simply wanted 
to ensure that Nazi murderers 
would not be able to boast of their 
crimes without fear of punish- 
ment. “Their silence is all we ask” 
be said. 

Statistics show that it has 
become difficult to get a convic- 
tion in a war crimes trial. During 
the period 1 965-1975 foe convic- 
tion rate in such trials was only 1 .5 
per cent. 

But Nazis still come before 
German courts and still receive 
prison sentences. 

Only two days ago a former Nazi 
concentration camp commandant, 
66-year-old Walter Knop, was 
sentenced by a Cologne court to 
nine years jail for involvement in 
the murder of 159 prisoners. 

Over 70,000 Nazi criminals 
have been convicted in courts here 
and abroad. 

The Bundestag’s decision to 
abolish the statute of limitations 
for murder has to be referred to 
the upper bouse (Bundesrat), but 
tins body is not expected to 
reverse the Bundestag’s vote.
